** Dowie calls himself Elijah IIT. and claims 
to represent the Almighty om this earth.” 
said Vincent H. Perkins, who speaks for 
Burke on all matters, ‘“‘and Bryan seems 
to think he is a political Elijah with au- 
thority to represent the democratic party in 
all controversies. 


Calls Bryan Narrow and Selfish. 

“He is as narrow and selfish tn political 
matters as Dowie is in religious ones, and is 
continually stirring up trouble in the party. 
His conduct in ‘coming here and trying to 
stir up contests in the Jllinois delegation is 
contemptible in every sense. 

“ Let Mr. Bryan stay at home and manage 
his Nebraska matters. There is trouble 
enough there to keep him busy. 
can take care of itself; it does not ask of need 
any of his interference: We in this state 
can manage our Own affairs without his tak- 
ing a hand. His coming to Chicago at this 
time to make trouble in Illinois dele- 
gation is a piece of rank impertinence.”’

CLEANS HOUSE FOR DEATH. 


Husband Insane and Starvation and 
Eviction Pending. 


Mrs. Anna Kolodzik took a dispassionate 
view of the situation. During six weeks her 
husband, Frederick Kolodzik, had been an 
inmate of the Kankakee asylum for the in- * 
sane, and she and her three sons, the oldest 
only 7,-were on the verge of ation. 
Then, too, they were to have been evicted 
from their home this morning. So she killed 
herself and the children yesterday morning 
b> asphyxiation in the thtrd story rear 
three room flat at 965 North Robey street. 
A note addressed to her husband at the asy- 
lum read as follows: 

My Husband: There is nothing to tell you. You 


will‘read it in the papers and you will know what | 


has happened and the reason for it. 
Breaks Down Under Burden. 

The four deaths were the culmination of 
a series of misfortunes that had blighted 
the lives of the once industrious, happy 
family. The thusband long had been em- 
ployed at the Deering harvester plant. Nine 
months ago he was discharged because of 
dull times. During many weeks he walked 
the streets day by day, seeking in vain 
for work, and day by day the family sav- 


ings’ dwindled and want crept nearer the | 


home. 

Two months ago a man called at the dwell- 
ing and told the husband and father he 
could return to work at the harvester plant 
within. a week. Kolodzik, neighbors say, 
acted as if he believed the visitor was joking. 


Man’s Mind Gives Way Under Strain. 

The next day Kolodzik’s mind gave way: 
He put on the suit he wore at the 
factory and started to take the stove 
apart. When his wife asked him what 
he was doing he told her not to bother 
him, because he hg@d@ gone to work 
egain and was “‘ making good money.’’ Then 
he took the clock and two of the bedsteads 
apart and put them together again, and re- 

a 
steed him and: he was sent to the asylum. 

Then the wife and mother faced the prob- 
lem of existence alone. It had proved too 
hard for the man; it soon proved too hard for 
the woman. Saturday night came, with no 
food in the house, and there was shelter 
only for today. Mrs. Kolodzik sat down and 
wrote the note to her husband. They she 
began to solve the problem of life in the 
only way she knew—by death. 


“Cleans House’? for Death. 

‘Much of the time was spent by Mrs. Kolod- 
zik in preparation for the tragedy. That was 
apparent when the bodies of herself and her 
gons were discovered. First she had “‘cleaned 
house’ thoroughly, then she had washed 
and ironed all the children’s clothing and her 
own, and had packed it in a hamper. 

‘On top of the hamper was the clothing in 
which the mother wished herself and the 
boys to be buried, as she said in one of sev- 
eral notes written shortly before her death. 
The white dress with the pink ribbons was 
to be her shroud, while Bruno, 7 years old, 
and Herman, 5, were to be Gregsed in their 
Sunday suits. Walter, 2 years old, was to 
wear the dress she had just made for him.

a corner of the kitchen. The rubber hose, 
through which gas was escaping, was jusi 
above her head, indicating that she had 
held its end in her mouth until she became 
vwnconscious. 

On the table were the letters the woman 
had written. One of them was sealed and 
addressed to her parents in Berlin. An- 
other was meant for the landlord, who, she 
wrote, had ordered her to pay her rent, for 
a month overdue, or leave the building. 
“Tam angry with you for that,” the letter 


Weep Over Dead Canary. 

Neighbors of the Koloazifts said the family 
would have starved except for help given 
them by a union, of which the husband wasa 
member. 

The women of the neighborhood, nearly all 
Germans, like Mrs. Kolodzik, took pride in 
her orderly arrangement of her home before 
death. “ She was a true German hausfrau,” 
they repeated. Their emotions were touched 
when they found the family pet, a canary, 
dead in its. cage in the kitchen. 

‘“ How easy it would have been for Mrs. 
Kolodzik to have let the little canary fly out 
the window,” said one of the women, weep- 
to She was a good tie and mother,” said 
Mr. Rubenstein. ‘‘ She loved her children, 
but her troubles were too many. The in- 
sanity of her husband was a severe blow to 
her, but she struggled on for the sake of 
her little ones. Rather than see them thrown 
into the street she chose death for them and 


herself.”’

13, of her identification of it as that of 


tioned and cross questioned In an effort to 
connect her with the murder of her husband. 
Finally Mrs. Biszak related how she had 
asked to again view the body, and.how she 
had denied her former story, and said: “‘ No, 
he did not wear blue underwear, and that is 
not my husband.”’ 

These events preceded her release from 
custody after sliree weeks in a cell,

Mrs. Biszak then again demanded of her 
husband why he had not returned when he 
knew she was suspected of murdering him. 

The man’s reply probably never will be 
made known. Apparently it satisfied Mra. 
Biszak, because soon after her husband was 
seated in the front room of the cottage re- 
ceiving the congratulations of the neighbors. 

Even the fact of the return might not have 
been made public had not a policeman heard 
merriment in the Biszak cottage and inves- 
tigated. He was told to go away. 

‘I just been up in St. Paul,” said Biszak. 

Mrs. Biszak refused to permit any further 
explanation. ‘Talk to my man in Bohe- 
mian. so I can understand,” she ordered. 
“You. can’t talk Bohemian? Wel, get out.’”’ 
The policeman went. 


Russian Author Thunders Against the 
Government and Preaches a

LONDON, Jcné 27, 3 a. m.—The Times this 
morning prints a ten column dissertation 
on the Russo-Japanese war written by Count 
Tolstoi in his most violent style.

Russians Put to Sea.

THREE SHIPS MAY BE SUNK.

LONDON, June 27, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from St. Petersburg says 
that sufficlent confirmation has been re- 
ceived of the sinking at Port Arthur of three 
Russian ships of the types of the Sevastopol 
or Poltava, the Peresviet, and the Diana.

Edwin Emerson Jr., Reported 
Shot by Russians as a 
Spy, Describes Fight. 


JAP GUNS ARE HEAVIER. 


Cossacks Prove Useless and Army 
Retreats After Three Days’ 
Combat. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

SHANHAIKWAN, June 26.—I had a close 
shave getting through the Russian lines for 
five days toa cable station. There is fight- 
ing now on the Liaotung peninsula, thirty 
miles north of Telissu and forty miles east 
of Kaiping, the two Japanese armies under 
Kuroki and Oku striking together. 
The Russians are vacating Newchwang, 
only a couple of hundred remaining, and the 
Japanese are expected within the week. 


Escapes from the Russians. 

“I came from the Telissu battle and 
reached the end of the railway, where the 
Red Cross trains were awaiting. I re- 
turned under guard to Mukden, where Alex- 
ieff ordered me deported to Moscow, but 
I escaped, thanks to the protection of an 
English missionary, and reached the neutral 
zone at Shinmuntin. — : 

Three Days’ Battle. 

A fierce battle raged from June 14 to 16 
between Vafantien (meaning red tile tav- 
ern) and Vafangow (meaning red tile wall), 
otherwise Telissu, seven miles apart on the 
railway, fifteen miles due north of Pulentien, 
at the head of Adams bay and east from 
Fuchow fifteen miles. The country is moun- 
tainous, and the weather was clear, but 
the heat was excessive. 


Russians Admit Defeat. 

A disastrous Russian defeat is admitted. 
The first estimate of Russian losses is killed 
1,300, wounded 4,000, with two generals, four 
colonels, and forty-eight officers; missing. 
300 men, one colonel, six officers, and one 
regimental guidon, but not the colors with 
the saint’s image. | 

Fourteen machine guns and much ammu- 
nition were lost. The Russians abandoned 
their rifles, blankets, horses, carts, caissons, . 
and tents in a complete rout. 


‘Counts 2,000 Wounded. 


I counted 2,000 wounded. Four Red 
Cross trains of twenty cars each came from 
the battlefield and the hospitals are filled at 
Liaoyang, Mukden, and Harbin.. Kouro- 
patkin arrived too late. 

Maj. Gen. Alexander Aliexvitch Con- 
gross was severely wounded in the face. He 
is 58 years old and has been sixteen years in 
central Asia and seven in east Siberia.. 

The second divisional commander was 
Maj. Gen. Ciprian Antonovitch Kondato- 


vitch. 


Kouropatkin Was Overruled. . 


The war council at St. Petersburg ordered 
the hopeless relief of Port Arthur, over- 
ruling Kouropatkin. Two divisions of 36,000 
men, mainly East Siberian rifles, and eighty 
guns, with Cossacks scouting, advanced 
southward from Vafangow along the rail- 
way on the morning of the 13th, meeting 
the Japanese main column advancing north- 
ward early in the afternoon of the 14th. 

The outposts had been fighiing the day 
before and one week before at the same 


spot. 
Japs Have Heavier Guns. 


The artillery duel lasted until night. The 
Japanese were the better posted and had the 


both sides. | 

The Japanese were reinforced overnight 
and a fierce infantry fire began at dawn on 
the 15th across a deep valley, the Russians 
apparently winning until the forenoon, when 
the Japanese left wing, reinforced, charged 
the steep slope repeatedly. 

The Russians attempted to turn the Jap- 
anese right, almost succeeded, when the Jap- 
enese cavalry, riding hard from Chiachiaton, 
attacked the left flank and rear, fighting dls- 
mounted near Wofangau, and rendering the 
Russian position precarious, since their 
counter attacks were repulsed. 


Priests Lead in Battle. 

The Russians charged, cheering and follow- 
ing their long haired priests, brandishing 
crosses, They suffered severely from the 
machine fire. But the Russian batteries. 
were unable to withstand the Japanese 
shrapnel, and one battery lost its horses and 
most of its gunners, and later was unable to 
save the guns. 

The Cossacks were useless, but performed 
some brilliant. exploits, one officer carrying a 
wounded sefgeant from the thickest of the 
Cossack Lieut. Benkendortf, son of the 
Russian ambassador in London, is reported 
killed. 


Russians Retreat, Japs Pursue. 
After the repulse at Vafantien early in the 
afternoon the Russians retreated toVafan- 


| gow. 


The Japanese pursuit was necessarily 
weak; otherwise their mobility was as- 
tounding. The Japanese carried only rifles, 
while the Russians were in heavy marchire, 
order.

The Cossacks succumbed to the Japanese 
cavaliry’s carbine practice.

Russian Government Will Not Hold Peo- 


CHRISTIAN WOMEN VICTIMS OF 
BRUTAL TURKISH TROOPS. 


Correspondent Declares He Has Indis- 
putable Proot That Twenty-eight 
Villages Have Been Destroyed and 

_ 6,000 Persons Killed—Hungry Wom- 
en and Children Wander Through 
the Streets of Mouch, Half Dead 
from Fear and Exposure. |

LONDON, June'27.—The Paris correspon- 
dent of the Daily Maii claims to have in- 
disputable authority for the following de- 
tails of recent events In Armenia: The vil- 
lages of Darmet, Adekelpoum, Arnist, Karl, 
Vertok, and Mekrokon were sacked and 
burned. The inhabitants, in many cases, 
were massacred and their corpses cast into) 
the wells of Mouradsou. 

In all twenty-eight villages have been 
destroyed and 6.000 persons massacred since 
the outrages began. 

Mekrokoum was pillaged by Kurds, who 
were accompanied by Turkish soldiers. Its 
church was plundered and profaned. Ob- 
jects of worship were sold at auction. All 
able bodied men were stabb ost of them 
in the back. During the night“the Turkish 
soldiers entered the houses and attacked the 
women in them. On the arrival of the Brit- 
ish and French consuls the women rushed 
to them and begged for mercy. 

Mouch is occupied by the Turkish soldiery. 
More than 2,000 women and children from 
the destroyed villages have taken refuge 
there. These are wretched, and wander 
through the streets half dead from hunger 
and fear, | 


STILL NO WORD FROM LOOMIS. 


While It Is Not Thought Any Harm Has 
Befallen American, Absence of 
Clew Adds to Mystery. 


PARIS, June 26.—Not a word was received. 
today regarding the whereabouts of Kent 
J. Loomis, brother of Francis B. Loomis, 
American assistant secretary of state, who 
disappeared shortly befére or after the ar- 
rival of the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II. at 
Plymouth on June 20. 

Although it is a week since the disappear- 
ance of Mr. Loomis the officials still cling 
to the belief that he will turn up when the 
effects of his abstraction have worn off. 


Their belief is due to a careful deduction 


from the series of circumstances related by 
W. J. Ellis, his companion on board the 
steamer, and by Gustave Flamm of San 
Francisco, who was a fellow passenger. 

Although satisfied that Loomis was not 
lost from the Kaiser Wilhelm II. the officials 
foresee the possibility that some harm may 
have befallen him after he 
Plymouth.

If his raid is successful 
be will make no further demands, but will 
kill his captives unless the powers guaran- 
tee him undisputed possession of the con- 
cessions he hae already obtained. | “4 


Hopes to Purge Morocco. 
[BY CASLB TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

TANGIER, June 26.—Ion Perdicaris, in an 
interview today, asserted that Raisuli, the 
Moorish -bandit chief, hopes to be thé lib- 
erator of Morocco. ; 

Perdicaris said that Raisuli is posing 
a patriot who wants to see the country hap- 
py and peaceful’and he is offering to’ accept 
the responsibility for maintaining the coun- 
try from Tangier to Fez and clear it of rob- 
bery and crime if he is backed up by the 
powers. 

Raisuli declares he bears no ill will toward 
Eurdpeans, but stated that the only way to 
bring the Moorish government to its senses 
was by capturing Europeans until the for- 
eign powers awaken to a realization of the 
existing conditions. , 


Raisuli i-ot a Savage. 


Raisull is not a savage. Mr. Perdicarts’ 
found him an educated and intellectual man, 
polished and cultured, but with a heart full 
of bitterness against the sultan’s governors, 
who had despolled him of his property. 

Raisuli’s father left him a large property. 
Political enemies in Morocco prevailed upon 
the bashaw to confiscate his estates and to 
imprison him at Mogad At the end of 
four years Raisull came out of prison. On 
his release he ignored the governor of Tan- 
gier, but appealed directly to the sultan, 
through Mohammed el Torres, for the resii- 
tution of hfs property. The sultan refused, 
and Raisull swore to take the law into his 
own hands. 


Tells of His Captivity. 


Talking of his experience in tha bandit 
camp and kis impressions of Raisuli, Mr. 
Perdicaris said: 

“For the first few days Raiswii kept us 
confined in a smal! room, eight feet.by nine, 
in which he could not stand upright. We 
stopped im bed, as we could do nothing else, 
and were obliged to wear gelas and turbans 
if we ventured outside, so as not to attract 
the Attention of the villagers, and Raisuli did 
not wish us to see. ; 

* Ralsuli’s own place at Zeenat had been 
burned, and he-billeted himself on his blood 
relations at Farraden Beniaros, where his 
family had its origin four centuries ago. 
They claim to be direct descendants from 
the prophet and are connected with the 
§ Mer family and also with the sultan of 

oroceo. Raisuli is the exact equivalent 
of the old Scottish head of a clan before 
James I, and you must judge him by that 
code of morality. } 


Mind Is Not Sordid. 


“The impression he gave me was that he 
is not a man of. sordid mind, but a man 
who thcroughly understands the necessity 
of the maintenance of law and order, and 
who exercises a most remarkable control 
ever his people, never raising his voice. 
His manner is always gentle and subdued 
and his followers Gisplayed most extraor- 
dinary personal devotion.’’ 

To the question, “What is to happen 
now?’ Mr. Perdicaris replied that either 
Raisuli will perish within a month, owing 
to quarrels about the ransom money, for 
his men are in possession of what, to them, 
is millions, or Raisuli will become the great- 
est power 4n Morocco, since the death of 
Pashi Benabou, eighty years since—a power | 
which the sultan cannot put down except 
Raisuli be betrayed. 

Mr. Perdicaris added some interesting de- 
tails of his capture, describing the romantic 
mountain scenery, with its stupendous 
rocks, between which, by tortuous paths, 
they were taken to mountain fastnesses 
absolutely impregnable, and from which a 
lawless tribe could, if it pleased, ravage 
the plains of Tangier at its foot. . 


“Writes to His Friends. 


‘“‘On the night we were carried off,’’ said 
Mr. Perdicaris, ‘‘I could not get near 
Raisuli until dawn, on a hillside, when he dis- 
mounted from a fine black horse, which was 
my wife’s favorite and which had been his 
own previously. . I asked Raisuli if I could 
write to my wife, and he produced paper 
and envélopes with a pencil. 

**T next asked him if I might communicate 
with the shereefs of Wazan to ask them to 
come out and negotiate my rescue. Raisuli 
replied that he knew the shereef and gave 
me more paper, but the unfortunate part 
of the matter was that this shereef of Wazan 


representative arrived from Mohammed el 
Torres, a cousin to Raisuli, in Tetuan, and 
he was officially authorized by the Moorish 
government to negotiate. From that mo- 
ment there was a continuous tangle arising 
out of this double situation.’’

bay.

Cyclone Wrecks Town, One Killed.

Mississippi Hanging. 


TORCH WAIVED FOR ROPE 


Three Thousand Witness Exeeu- 


tion Described as Orderly as 
Legal Process. 


Eupora, Miss., June 26.—Starling Dunham, 


a negro, wanted on the charge of criminally 


assaulting the 14 year old daughter of John 


Wilson, a white man, near Bellefontaine, 


two weeks ago, and attempting to criminally 
assault three young women named Dunn 
near this city on the same day, was hanged 
in the public square here today by a mob. 


The noose was placed about the negro’s 
neck by the little Wilson girl, who positively 


identified him as her assailant. The negro 
was then placed upon the back of a black 


horse and at a signal from the leader of the 


mob the little Wilson girl led the horse from 
under him. 
Three Thousand See Hanging. 
Over 3,000 persons, white and black, wit- 


nessed the hanging. Members of the mob 
declare the lynching as orderly as a legal 
execution. After being assured that the 
negro was dead, the mob cut down the body 


and turned it over to the relatives for burial. 
Dunham was captured on Friday near 


Vienna, Ala., after a running chase, during 


which he was twice wounded. He was 
brought here last night by the sheriff of this 
(Webster) county. A large mob met the train 


at the railroad station, and an effort was 
made to get the negro, but the officers spirited 


him away and carried him to jail at Walthall, 
six miles from here, where the party was 
again met by a mob, who said their intention 
was to burn Dunham. 

The officers in charge of the negro suc- 
ceeded in prevailing upon the mob to give this 
intention up, but only after promising to 
deliver the negro to the mob this morning for 
execution. 


“Burning” Sentiment Overcome. 

There was a strong sentiment for burning, 
but this was overcome, and the lynching took 
the form of a hanging. Dunham stoutly 
maintained his innocence to the last and 
denied that he hail ever seen the Wilson 
girl. He admitted having visited Dunn’s 
place, but denied any bad motive. His last 
1@marks were made to 200 negroes, who 
were assembled about the place of execution, 
Dunham telling them never to go about a 
white man’s house when women were at 
home alone. 

The three Dunn sisters, the eldest of whom 
is less than 18, witnessed the lynching from 
a distance. 


_ Governor’s Message Too Late. 
Jackson, Miss., June 26.—Gov. Vardaman 


was not notified of the capture of Starling 
Dunham and his return to Eupora until this 


afternoon. He immediately wired the sheriff 
of Wilsen county asking if troops were 
needed to protect the prisoner. The lynch- 
ing, however, had occurred before the gov- 
ernor was apprised that Dunham had been 
brought back to Mississippi.

JUDGE GROSSCUP ON CORPORATIONS. 

How can the average man, who saves 3 
little money for investment, be given an ef- 
fective personal interest in the gigantic 
‘American industries which his savings help 
to maintain? Judge Grosscup is quite with- 
in the limits of conservative statement when 
he says that without this interest the aver- 
age man is driven to occupying a remote, ir- 
responsible position, in which his attitude 
toward the corporations operating on his 
own money is that of an ignorant, or even 
hostile, outsider. 

Since 1880 the per capita wealth of the 
people of the United States has increased 
about 10 percent. During the same period 


United States have increased from two bill- 
ion to eleven billion dollars, or more than 
500 per cent. These two simple and in- 
dubitable facts are enough of themselves to 
establish Judge Grosscup’s contention that 
the average investor, instead of putting his 
mouey directly into industria] enterprises 
with which he himself can maintain a per- 
sonal intelligent connection, is more and 
more adopting the device of putting his 
money in the bank and of letting it be in- 
vested for him by the captains of finance. 

The consequence of this growing estrange- 
ment between investors and operators is seen 
in two ways. First, the investors have little 
control over the operators, and the operators 
are left free to their own adventurous in- 
stincts. Second, the operators cannot se- 
cure the interest and the loyalty of the in- 
vestors, and the investors are left open to 
all those sentiments of distrust and of hatred 
which find an easy lodgment in the minds of 
men who are conscious of no specific stake 
in the country. 

Judge Grosscup’s legal prescription for 
this social disease is composed mostly of na- 
tional incorporation. He would put an end

Who is this man Cortelyou? How has it 
tome about that he ficured in the Cleveland 
régime, in the McKinley régime, and in the 
Repsevelt régime to the satisfaction of three 
chief executives as utterly unlike one an- | 
other as the presidentia! office has ever 
Shown?

He has learned the new 
duties of a new enbinet office. Finally, he 
has been passed to the chairmanship of the 
national committee, with the assurance of 
the postmaster generalship when the Roose- 
relt campaign has been made and won. Is 
It a cause for wonder that in assuming the 
chairmanship of a committee that bas bad 
great names at its head, this former stenog- 
rapher should have explained to his political 
seniors that his office was bis own? 

Born in New York forty-two years ago, 
this new figure in republican polities is of 
revolutionary stock.

erations. 
There is a great deal to be said in favor 


of this method of soldering up the break be- | 


tween the ownership and the control of in- 
But there is one point stil! to 
be considered. Let us suppose that national 
incorporation would bring with it all the 
advyautages that Judge Grosscup anticipates. 
The nverage citizen would be benefited as 
an investor. Would he be benefited as a 
consumer? What would there be about a 
railway with a multitude of small, intelligent 
investors to make it any more lenient in the 
matter of freight rates than railways are 
at the present gime? To the average man 
prices are just as important as dividends, 
and the protection of the consumer is just as 
important as the protection of the investor. 
To this Judge Grosseup would probably 
reply that he did not intend by means of na- 
tional incorporation to remedy all the ills 
to which human flesh is heir. He would be 
right. His proposed reform is to be regarded 
a8 a specific antidote for a specifie poison 
and discussed accordingly. It is worth 
discussing.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

RINCE ALEXANDER RADZIWILL, 
who has arrived here from Europe on 
board the liner Ryndam, belongs to the 
Austrian branch of the old Polish 
house, of which Prince. Albert Radazi- 

will, married to Miss Prudencia Milmo, sis- 
ter of Mrs. Eugene Kelly of New York, is 
amember. The relationship between Prince 
Albert, who is a frequent visitor to this 
country, and Prince Alexander is remote. 
Indeed, although it exists, it is not acknowl- 
edged. For the Russian and German Rad- 
ziwills, of whom Prince Albert is one, decline 
to recognize the Austrian branch of the fam- 
ily as belng members of their house or as 
bona fide princes of Radziwill. | 
This is owing to the romance in connection 
with the origim-of the Austrian Radziwills, 
who are indebted for their coronet and for 
their title of prince to the the favor of the 
Austrian crown rather than to inheritance. 
The founder of the Austrian branch of the 
Radziwills was the colossally rich Prince 
Dominic. In February, 1807, he married 
Countess Isabella Vandelin-Mniszech, and 
after a prolonged wedding tour sev- 
eral months arrived at Nieswiez, his mag- 
nificent country seat in the Russian province 
of Minsk. Great festivities were organized 
in honor of their return, and among the 
guests were Count and Countess Joseph 


| Starzenski, the latter a cousin of the newly 


married Princess Isabella Radziwill. 

One morning to the consternation of the 
members bf the house party it was discov- 
ered that the host, that is to say Prince Dom- 
inic Radziwill, had disappeared with Coun- 
tess Starzenska, and when next heard of 
they were in Tyrol. Divorce suits were in- 
stituted by deserted Princess Isabella Radzi- 
will and by the similarly abandoned Count 
Starzenski. But before the cases could be 
brought Into court the Countess Starzenska 
gave birth in 1808 at Gratz, in Austria, to a 
son, who was in reality the offspring of 
Prince Dominic Radziwill, but who, accord- 


the child's mother’s union with Count Joseph 
tarzenski had not at the time beef dis- 
solved. 

lt was not until a year later that Prince 
Dominic Radziwill and the countess were 
able to legalize their relations by a marriage, 
and shortly afterwards the princess gave 
birth to a daughter, Stephanie by name, of 
whose legitimacy there could be no doubt, 
and who on the death of Prince Dominic 
Radawild about six years later at Metz in- 
herited the greater part of his entailed prop- 
emty. Her brother, Alexander, born a year 
prior to their parents’ marriage, grew up in 
Austria and in France under the name vf 
“Prince Alexander Radziwill.”” His wid- 
owed mother appealed in vain to the Rus- 
sian government and to the czar, as well as 
to thé Prussian crown, to grant a decree 
,lesitimizing him, which, of course, would 
have entitled him to all the estate of his 
father in Germany and Russia. 

The Austrian government, however, showed 
itself more accommodating, and thanks to 
the influence of the greut Prince Metternich, 
who was all-powerful at\the time, Emperor 
Francis granted him letters of legitimization, 
recognizing him as the legitimate issue of 
Prince Dominic Radziwill, and thus plac- 
ing him in possession of all the property 
which his father had left in Austria. 


Much to the disgust of the court of Vienna, 
Prince Alexander made a mésalliance, mar- 
rving Rosine Hiltl, the pretty daughter of 
the boniface of the well known Zum Rothen 
Hahn tavern at Vienna, and died In 1859 
insane in the. lunatic asylum at Dobling, 
near Vienna, leaving two sons, Louis and 
Sergius. 

In 1882 Emperor Francis Joseph confirmed 
the title of prince afresh to Prince Louis and. 
to Prince Sergius, and caused them to be en- 
rolled as such among the territorial no- 
bility of Austrian Poland, and entitled as 
such to seats in the provincial diet of Galicia. 

Prince Louls, the elder of the two brothers. 
seems to have inherited his grandfather's 
disposition in matters matrimonial, for be- 
fore he had been married three years to 
Countess Valerie Ortowska he ran off with 
the wife of his friend Adolphe de Capellind, 
and. after becoming a convert from Cathol- 
icism to Lutheranism in order to enable him 
to secure a divorce from the Austrian cotrts. 
he made her his wife. Later on.he reverted 
to the Roman Catholic church. Prince Alex- 
ander Radziwill, who is now in this country, 
is the offspring of his first marriage with 
Countess Orlowska, and has himself a wife, 
whom he married about ten years ago. the 
union having remained until now childless. 

His father’s younger brother, Prince Serg- 
lus. has likewise no children. so that there is 
a great Hkelihood of this Austrian branch of 
the Radziwill family becoming ere long 
extinct. | 


The name of Radziwill comes of “ Radzi.”” 
which signifies “‘ council,” and “ will,” which 
is understood to be an abbreviation of 
“wilna,” the Redz'wills having been ifn the 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries Pala- 
tines of the city of Wilna. It was a Raziwill 
who printed the first Polfsh bible: another 
wis the most famous violinist of his day: 
and another was a cardinal, while the ducal 
title borne by the Prussian and Russtan 
branches of the house was conferred by Em- 
:peror Charles V. One of the queens of Po- 
land w%s a Radziwill. and if the late Em- 
peror WilKMarn had had his way his eensort 
would have been Princess Elise R°dziwill, 
instead of Princess Aueusta of Saxe-Weimar 
who ded German empress. 

It is not generally known that the late 
Emperor William's father favored the match 
instead of opposing it, as has been asserted. 
Indeed. King Frederick William IIT. relied 
upon the fact that several princesses of the 
house of Hohenzollern had married into the 
Radziwill family to overcome the obstacles 
arising from the circumstances that the 
Radziwills. though among the most ancient 
and illustrious of the houses of the Euro- 
peon nobility and possessed of ducal as well 
as of princely rank. do not form nart of the 
mediatized families of Europe. These alone 
among the high aristocracy have the right 
of intermarrying with the reigning dynas- 
ties on a footing of equality, but are mere 
nobles, and, like Prince Bismarck, Prince 
Colonna, Prince Battenberg, and Prince 
Munster, are comprised in part 8 of the 
Almanach de Gotha. 


King Frederick William ITI., however. felt 
that he had no right to decide the matter 
himself, this, too, tn spite of the fact that 
in those days the Prussian monarchy was 
of a far more absolutist character than 
today and that the sovereign was then un- 
trammeled by any such thing as a pepular 
constitution. Accordingly he summoned 
that council known as the “ kronrath,” 
which is composed of the adult princes of 
the blood and of the great dignitaries of the 
land, to discuss and determine the matter. 
The kronrath is only summoned by the sov- 
ereign in moments when momentous decis- 
lions, usually of a dynastic character, have 
to be taken by the sovereign. Thére are some 
Prussian reigns where {it has not been sum- 
moned once, while other Prussian monarchs 
have contented themselves with calling it 
together twice or three times at the most 
during their tenure of the throne. 

The kronrath decided that the‘marriage 
between the then Prince Willlam of Prussia 


place without gravely impairing the prestige 
of the Hohenzoilern dynasty, and giving rise 
to all sorts of questions in after times con- 
cerning the legitimacy of descent. In defer- 
ence to the verdict of the council] King Fred- 
erick William IIL decided against his son’s 
marriage to Princess Radziwill, and shortly 
afterwards William contracted a loveless 
union with Princess Augustus of Saxe- 
Weimar. Princess Elise never married, but 
died about five years afterwards, being taken 
suddenly ill at a dinner party, where she had 
met her former flancé. Willlam remained 
devoted to her memory, and treated her 
brother and the latter’s son, Anthony, with 
the most marked favor, which he tndeed ex- 
tended throughout his reign to all her coun- 
trymen, the Poles, much to the disgust and 
annoyance of his chancellor, the late Prince 
Bismarck. 

Volumes could be written about this great 
house of Radziwill. which for four centuries 
has been so closely identified with the his- 
tory of Germany, Poland. Austria. and Rus- 
Sia, and it may be recalled that Wraxall. 
writing from Warsaw in 1778. describes the 
Prince Radziwill of his day as entering the 
Polish capital in his state coach drawn by 
six white bears, caught in his Lithuanian

Baccalaureate at Yale. 


New Haven, Conn., June 26.—[Special.]— 
President Arthur Hadley delivered the an- 
nual baccalaureate address at Yale today, 
the senior classes of all the departments 
sitting in caps and gowns in the new Woolsey 
auditorium. President Hadley preached 
from a text on avoiding the immoralities of 
vice and selfishness. President Hadley, after 
reviewing the tendencies of the times, said 
that faith, inspiration for the better things, 
and enthusiastic devotion make a nation 
really. great. He continued: 

“If wealth and dominion follow as a result 


if wealth and dominion are made a primary 
object, and are trusted as a source of na- 
tional strength instead of its consequence vr 
evidence, they prove a false reliance. And 
it is an unfortunate fact that few nations 
have achieved wealth or dominion without 
suffering loss of faith and enthusiasm and 
remaining with the empty husk of greatness 
at the moment when they deemed themselves 
most powerful. 

‘‘There are two philosophies of life which 


our fathers—one which lays stress on the 
natural impulses as superior in authority to 
the dictates of a conventional morality; the 
other which looks to enlightened selfishness 
as the means by which mankind is to be de- 
livered from unenlightened restraints of tra~ 
dition. I believe that each of these philoso- 
phies is erroneous; that the one means a 
reversion towards savagery, the other a de- 
generation toward social weakness. 


~~ 

“There is a school of writers, ike Zola 
or D’Annunzio; which lays great stress on 
what it calls the primal instincts of man- 
kind. These writers think that man remains 
at bottom an animal, moved by animal im- 
pulses and passions; that to feel these pas- 
sions strongly is a sign of strength, and 
that to have them under complete control 
is an indication of weakness. 

‘These animal passions have their place 
in life. They may often serve as impulses 
to civilization. But this facet does not one 
whit abate the necessity that these things 
should be controlled by some strong force 
residing within the man which shall make 
him the master of these impulses and not 
their slave. It is of no purpose to dignify 
these passions by the name of primal in- 
stinct. 

**Our chief danger comes from the other 


pared for its operation. Most of us are so 
constituted and trained that the relaxation 
of discipline will not leave us at the mercy 
of blind passion; but it may leave us at the 
mercy of an almost equally blind spirit of 
selfish calculation.’’ 

- After saying that to make human selfish- 
ness the fundamental standard of right con- 
duct is as disastrous as the attempt to make 
our unchecked animal instincts the stand 
ard of right conduct, he continued: : 

“Almost every evil—political, social, or 
commercial—which constitutes a_ serious 
menace to the permanent prosperity of our 
country can be traced directly to our tol- 
erant acceptance of selfishness as a basis 
of morality. 7 

** Do not be blind to this truth: that ff you 
have no higher motive than your own per- 
sonal interest it means that your soul is for 
sale if the price be made sufficiently high. 
It is for you to show in your lives that the 
honor of a gentleman Is not for sale, the 
faith- of a Christian something more than 
an empty form of speech. } 

Gentlemen of the graduating class: The 
really fundamental thing in a man’s life js 
his choice of a religion. Two religions are 
today struggling for the mastery. There 
is the religion of mammon. whose dominant 
purpose is selfishness, and whose creed is 
indifference to moral considerations, except 
so far as they may be regarded as instru- 
ments of individual advancement.

The most unhappy feature of the book is 
that portion which shows George Rogers 
Clark as an old man, half imbecile, plotting 
against the government to which he had con- 
secrated his youth with some madcap 
Frenchmen. Mr Churchill knows how to 
deal with an historical personage so that 
the reader comes close to the personality 
of that man. His characterizatiog of Horace 
Walpole, of Charles Fox, his Lincoln and 
Grant were excellently done. Clark, too, 
stood out prominently as David's leader, and 
hero all through the first portion of the 
book. and to have that heroic portrait spoiled 
by this last glimpse of a bitter, queruloug 
old man is neither agreeable nor dramatic. 
The book {s illustrated in color by’ Sydney 
Adamson and Lilian Bayliss. (The Macmil- 
lan company.) 


A few months ago Frances Powell wrote 
“The House on the Hudson,” and now she 
appears with a tale of another house on 
the Hudson, “:HE BYE-WAYS OF 
BRAdTHE’’ (Charles Scnibner’s Sons), 
which is certainly the strangest and most 
remarkable story of mystery, fate, fore- 
boding. and death which has come from an 
American since the days of Poe, 

It is no easy matter to carry through a 
long story. of pure romance and mystery 
with our modern American environment, 
but Miss*Powell has performed the task with 
ease. The tale is well composed, coherent, 
and not superfluousinany way. And, besides 
being an absorbing book for the mere tale, 
it is notable for the remarkably clear and 
distinct characterization of the persons in 
the drama: The three Braithe girls are as 
different as can be. The mother, Lydia. for 
the little we see of her, is a living and 
breathing reality, full of superstition and 
a devout believer in the portentous traditions 
of the family So, too, is Ravelle, the mys- 
terious and reticent Monte Christo who saves 
the girls’ future, and the ill fated Fayne. 
In spite ofthe fact that these people in our

* Monk "’ Lewis’, the author has the art to 
make them seem real flesh and blood. 

Above all, she has had the art to create 
an atmosphere for her tale. Almost from 
the first page the fateful character of the 
story takes hold of the reader, and even a 
hardened devourer of fiction feels the thrill 
of mystery Which the author puts into every 
succeeding page. This spell of unknown fate 
hangs over every character in the book, 
and increases from chapter to chapter, until 
one can almost hear the rush of the ghostly 
carriage as it rolls up in fulfillment of the 
Braithe Portent. 

It js a remarkable and enthralling story, 
and Miss Powell is to be congratulated for 
a genuine triumph. |

Discount Rate Has Not Varied in Four 
Years—French Republic Has Been 
Financing Other Countries—Review 
of Situation by London Statist— 
Wholesale Markets Show Some Signs 
of Improvement—Most Hopefal Out- 
look in Iron and Jobbing Trade. 


In recent years there has not been an in- 
ternational money transaction that has 
created so much comment as the manner in 
which the Bank of France accomplished the 
extraordinary gold movement from the 
United States to Paris. In the view of the 
London Statist the transaction completely 
upset theories of British financiers on the 
question of gold imports. The Statist deals 
with the movement and the bank position 


of France in the following article: 


‘“‘The unprecedented accumulation of un- 
employed money in France is well deserving 
the attention of the student of economics, 
as well as of the practical business man. 
The interest of the-Jatter is enlisted because 
he sees in it an indication of low rates of 
interest and discount lasting for a considera- 
ble time, and- consequently of an improve- 
ment in business of all kinds.

Now, a greater part 
of the world is indebted to France. France 
is one of the richest, countries in the world. 
It has a magnificent climate, a fertile soil, 
and an ingenious, industrious, and thrifty 
population. Its annual savings are. large, 
and its accumulated capital is probably in- 
ferior only to those of the united kingdom 
and of the United States.’’ 

“Yet France differs from this country, the 
United States, and Germany in one remark- 
able particular. Of recent years it has avoid- 
ed enterprisg. In the United States and Ger- 
many more especially there has, during the 
last twenty or thirty years, been an ex- 
traordinary development of new industries. 
France has developed new industries but 
little. It has preferred to finance other coun- 
tries rather than to develop its own natural 
resources. It has, it is true, engaged in in- 
dustrial enterprise, both at home and in Rus- 
sia, on a considerable scale. But its experi- 
ence in these cases, especially in Russia, has 
not been happy. It has, speaking generally, 
however, preferred to lend rather than to 
invest, largely because of the conflict that 
has been going on so long between the re- 
actionaries and the supporters of the repub- 
lic, and between the church and the state. 
Possibly the pleasantness of life in France 
has made emigration distasteful, and no 
doubt the fear of socialism and other causes 
have coéperated. 


France Finances Other Countries. 


+ “* But the result is that for twenty or thirty 
years France has done little to develop its 
natural.resources, while it has always been 
ready to finance other countries. It is hardly 
necessary to remind the reader of the mag- 
nitude ef the sums France has lent to Russia. 
During the three or four concluding years 
of the last century it financed Germany. 
Since the outbreak of the Boer war it has 
been financing this country. And during the 
recent boom it” has financed the United 
States. 

“Thus France has immense amounts of 
money employed abr , which yield large 
annual revenues, and a considerable propor- 
tion of which it can call home when it pleases. 
A portion, it is true, ef the gold received 
during the last few months is rather a saving 
of wreckage than a repayment of capital. 
We refer. of course, to the 8,000,000 sterling 
paid by the United States government to the 
French Panama Canal company. But the 
greater part is repayment either by the United 
States of by this country. 

“ That is the simple and sufficient explana- 
tion of the stream of gold that} has poured 
into France of late.” 


Technical Position of. Market. 


. The technical position of the New York 
stock market continues good. The trading 
last week, while it did not represent public 
buying, did indicate the ability of profes- 
sional members of the New York stock ex- 
change to advance prices without causing 
liquidation, 

There are beginning to be expressed here 
and there more hopeful views of the busi- 
ness situation, just as in March and April 
reactionary views weie common. 

But as yet there appears to be little toe 
ftuggest extensive buying of securities. Bank 
clearings do not refiect improvement in 
trade, nor’do railroad earnings afford en- 
couragement. The crop situation indicates 
at present a good harvest. But what corn 
will do cannot be satisfactorily figured until 


August.

Wholesale Trade. 

Wholesale trade was inclined to slowness, 
but. on the whole. slight Improvement was 
roted. Sales for current delivery were fairly 
good, and fall goods showed slight gain in 


activity. There was good buying of cotton ° 


goods. dry goods, clothing, men’s furnish- 
ings, and shoes. Warmer weather helped 
the retail trade, and locally there was some 
improvement attributed to the republican 
convention. 

Crop conditions are generally favorable. 
Harvesting is-in progress in Oklahoma, 
Texas, and southern Kansas, with the yield 
up. to expectations: lake traffic is growing 
toward normal proportions, and one polit- 
ical convention is out of the way. These 
factors were considered favorable to a gen- 
eral gain in all branches of wholesale trade, 
and, although this season is naturally quiet, 
éncouragement is felt over the outlook. 

_ Signs Hopeful in Metals. 

Ifon and steel showed the first indications 
of a turn from the declining tendency which 
has long been in evidence. While the gener- 


al tone of the market still was easy, there 


was an advance of 25c per ton putin force by 
southern ‘producers of pig iron, and steel 
hoops were advanced $1 a ton. The freight 


‘rate on southern pig fron, it ls announced, 


will be $3.85, Birmingham to Chicago, July 1, 
an advance of 20c a ton. But:the steel mar- 
kets are weak in tone, says the Iron and 
Machinery World, a condition truer, per- 
haps, in the eastern or Pittsburg market, 
where competition is the keener, than at 
Chicago. Reports from the east are to the 
effect that billets are decidedly weak, when 
large tonnages are under consideration. 
And there are opinions that before the levels 
for crude steel become settled they will in- 
volve to some extent various forms of the 
manufactured metal. Iron bars are about 
$1 per ton lower than a week ago. Old ma- 
terial continues to decline, business being 
unusually light In volume. With the general 
trend of values still pointing downward, 
and with the few stray indices of improve- 
ment, the present situation may be epito- 
mized as indicating some further reductions 
of prices before the summer months have 
énded, but a better buying movement later 
and some upturn also to values. The buy- 
ing of pig iron is brisker than for many 
weeks. It is mostly for quantities less than 
600 tons, and is almost entirely for deliveries 


during the months ef July, August, and Sep- — 


tember. It consists of the anticipated needs 
of foundries during that period. In the 
southwest several Inquiries of about 3,000 
tons each have appeared, and one or two are 
said to have been closed. 


More Inquiry for Coal. 

In some respects indications in the western 
coal trade are better than they were a week 
ago, says the Black Diamond. The national 
republican convention this week in this city 
brought in a large number of dealers and they 
took more interest in bituminous prices and 
conditions than they did a month ago, and 
while they did not do a large amount of 
buying they made inquiries and ifntimated 
that later they would require considerable 
coal. One fact stands revealed, that dealers 
have not stocked any bituminous coal ofany 
consequence, and when they begin to take 
in stocks they will generally take in a good 
tonnage, believing that demand next winter 
will be fair, and, also, owing to the fact 
that they have none left from last winter's 
stocks in the majority of instances. While 
demand will possibly be later than usual in 
starting, dealers will be heavy buyers when 
it does commence and there Is reason to ex- 
pect the market will be active the latter 
part of the year. In the western anthracite 
trade the feature has been the resumption of 
the lake movement out of Erie ports on a 
larger scale. While the tonnage moving is 
not yet up to normal, owing to the fact that 
some boats are still out of commission, it is 
larger than it was a week ago and more near- 
ly approaches the normal point. In the spot 
trade at Chicago there has been a better run 
of orders from the country during the week. 
This can be partly attributed to the fact that 
the month is drawing to a close and dealers 
desire to take advantage of the prices of the 
present month. 


LONDON MARKET STILL DULL. 


No Revival in Activity, Developments 
Being Confined to Money 
Movements.

LONDON, June 25.—No revival of activity 

was noted on the stock exchange during the 
week. Dullness prevailed in all speculative 
departments.

Developments were confined 
chiefly to the money market and new flota- 
tions. The city was taken with some sur- 
prise at the call on Monday for tenders for 
the $25,000,000 unissued balance of the Trans- 
vaal 3 per cent guaranteed loan. When bids 
were opened on Friday the issue was found 
to be covered two and one-half times over. 
Money was in fair supply at the beginning 
of the week, loans being obtained at 1% to 2 
per cent. Later on, however, therinability

At the 
week’s end there was heavy borrowing at the 
bank for any period up to the Ist of July at 
3% per cent.

An issue of £2,500,000 in treasury bills is 
scheduled for Monday. Leading bankers 
say the firming of money and discounts is 
incident to the requirements of the half year 
and window dressings by banks and corpora- 
tions.

Continuous Fire Feature Figures in the 
Payment of Some Baltimore

Baltimore, Md., June 26.—[Special.]—In 
connection with the settlement of insurance 
losses in the big fire Feb. 7 and 8, it has 
developed that a number of policies on prop- 
erty in the burned district expired after the 
fire started Sunday morning. Upon the 
ground that it was a continuous fire, in- 
surance companies conceded the Hability 
“znd, without question, paid the losses. 

Paul Turner, chairman of the insurance 
loss committee, said he knew several pol- 
icies on property burned Feb. 8 that had 
expired at noon the day before. Losses were 
raid by the insurance companies issuing 
policies, because the property was destroyed 
in a continuous conflagration that started 


kad expired. Mr. Turner said: 

“If a fire started in a place at 8 o’cloc® 
in the morning and continued until it burned 
the building, at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
tpon. which insurance policies expired at 
noon of the same day, the insurance com- 
panies would be liable for the loss, because 
the policies had not expired wiren the fire 
started. So, if a policy expired at noon Feb. 
7, and -previously had been fransterred to 
another company, the first company would 
have to pay the loss, because it-was respon- 
sible for the policy up to the time of ex- 
piration.”’

LESSON NO. 234.—Invalia Cookery. 


HE scientific stuay of foods and their 

preparation is leading physicians to 

study more and more the problems of 

nutrition, and to demand more intelli- 

gent care of the sick fn this regard. 


It is a far cry to say that the day’is com- 


_ing when food prescriptions will be written 


as carefully as drug prescriptions are now- 
adays, but the time is already here when 
nurses are expected tocarry out intelligently 
orders for proteids, carbohydrates, or bal- 
anced diet, as the case may be. : 

The importance of such training and knowl 
edge for the child has been proved beyond 
discussion and is accepted by the public mind, 
but a smile of derision is still seen in reference 
to a *“* balanced diet’ for grown ups. Ma 
a relapse in typhoid fever has been caused 
by ignorance in foods and many an illness 
has been prolonged through the starvation 
of the body for one food property, when it 
was suffering from surfit of another. When 

the tissues need proteids, nena will not sat- 
isfy.

hospitals are now teaching dietetics 
far more carefully than of old, but it is hard 
to find time to get in as thorough training 
as the nurses should have with all the other 
work which must be done. 3 

The school of domestic arts and science, 
39 State street, has conducted classes in in- 
valid eookery in both the school and in hos- 
pitals. The Passavant Memorial hospital, 
the Evanston hospital, the Marion Simms, 
the Provident, and several others have either 
sent their nurses to the school or had a 
teacher at the hospital. The superintendent 
of one hospital says: ‘I find the work Miss 
Horton of the school of domestic arts and 
science is doing for nurses most valuable, 
but it is a little difficult for me to put my 
‘ideas on this subject into words. It seems 
to me, in order to fully appreciate the bene- 
fits of this work, one must come into close 
contact with the young women who enter 
our training schools. Many of them are en- 
tirely ignorant of even the. rudimentary 
principles of housekeeping, to say nothing 
of food values and invalid cookery. The 
superintendent of a training school with her 
multitudinous duties cannot give her time 
to this work, even though she is fitted for 
it, but too often she has also lacked train- 
ing along these lines, so could not impart 
the knowledge if she had the time at her 
disposal. 
re af every training school could have it, I 


think it would be more nearly ideal to have 
an instructor in dietetics as one of the resi- 
dent teachers, but since that cannot be, such 
work as ss Horton gives at the school of 
domestic arts and science does supply a long 
felt need. It is a good thing to bring in 
new life from the outside; the nurses are to 
a certain extent put in touch with another 
class of workers and thereby their outlook 
is broadened. In these class hours theory 
and practice go hand in hand. The students 
get a glimpse of the science of cookery, the 
value of foods, and learn the great necessity 
that food be well prepared as well as methods 
of preparation. Their interest and enthus!- 
asm are aroused to study and investigate 
along these lines. One sees results in the 
more careful preparation and serving of 
even a piece of toast.”’

As many egraduate nurses were trained 
before this teaching was so available as 
now or so much demanded of the nurses in 


the past, there has come a request from. 


various quarters that they be given an op- 
portunity of getting some of this later in- 
struction. The regular course in the school 


of domestic arts and science requires three 


months and the management of the school, 
realizing that few will be willing or able to 
give up three months to this course, has 
arranged to hold such a class from the 15th 
of July for three weeks, giving five lessons 
a week. The course will be one in practical 
cookery for invalids. There will be three 
lectures on ‘“‘ Hygiene and Sanitation’’ by 
Dr. E. B. Hutchinson, who graciously gives 
his time for thisimportant work. The course 
in cookery will be as follows: Dietetics and 
invalid cookery; food, and its relation to the 
body; classification of foods; physiology of 
digestion; absorption and elimination; food 
in sickness; liquid diet; semi-solids; solids. 


This course includes fifteen lessons, com- 
posed of lectures and individual instruction 
in practical work. 

Food in sickness should be both nutritious 
and attractive.
